RETRENOHMENT TABOOED. 


The Opposition in the Legislature on Saturday 
khowed the Governn nt where $54,500 could be 
chopped off the estimates of two departments, and 
offered to take the responsibility for the saving. 
But the Ministers would have none of it. They 
lined up their followers and railroaded the items 
through. The Government does not want to 
economize, will not economize, and will not per- 
mit the Legislature to do so, ‘‘A deficit as usual’’ 


is the slogan. 


SOME REAL FOOT WORK. 

London women have taken to perambulator 
racing. The winner of aecontest on Saturday 
tramped 52 miles in something over twelve hours, 
{rundling the baby carriage, and of the five 
starters three finished within the hour. It is 
doubtful if there is a woman in al) Canada who 
could get over the ground in twice the time, con- 
tinuous walking; and—barring the mushers of 
the northland—very few men would attempt it. 
English women of course are famous walkers, and 
their male relatives trudge distances which no 
Canadian would think of tackling except under 
necessity. Perhaps the rosy cheecks for which 
English girls are famous, and the ruddy complex- 
ion which characterizes so many of their brothers, 
are due less to the sea air than to the fact that they 


use their feet. 


THINGS MIGHT BE WORSE. 


London political seers think that the Bonar 
Law Government will not have much ‘*tranquil- 
ity’’ during the present session of parliament. 
That seems fairly probable. The loss of three 
Ministers running does not argue any ‘‘rising 
tide’’ of popularity for the Adntinistration. Still, 
the Ministry may be a long way from a break- 
down, Thus far in its career the Government has 
had a majority of more than ninety when a vote 
in the House has been taken. And whatever the 
several opposition parties may think of the Gov- 
ernment they seem to think rather less of each 
other. Mr. Lloyd George’s followers are not at 
all likely to turn Bonar law out in order to put 
Ramsay MacDonald or Mr. Asquith in, and the 
latter gentlemen are about as likely to reinstate 
Mr. Lloyd George as the sun is to rise in the 
West. The Government may be unlucky in by- 
elections but it is lucky in the mutual antagon- 
isms which hold its erities apart, 


A VAIN HOPE. 

Premier Greenfield says it may take five years 
to stabilize the finances of the Province. At the 
present rate of going five centuries would not seo 
the thing done. While the Ministers continue to 
exterminate taxpayers by increasing levies, and 
to bring down estimates which call for spending 
a million dollars per year more than they think 
they can collect, what is the use talking about 
balancing the budget? Of course every spend- 
thrift dreams that some day he will come in for 
an inheritance that will make up for his impro- 

_vidence and enable him to continue to squander, 
but that does not often happen. In the usual 
course of things prodigality leads to the poor 
house.

A COMPETITIVE OUTLET NEEDED. 


The activities of the British Columbia govern. | 
ment in endeavoring to secure equalization of 
westbound with eastbound freight rates does nov 
meet with the approval of the Montreal Gazette. 
On April 2nd the Gazette devoted its leading edi- 
torial—evidently addressed to the members of 
the Dominion ‘Parliament—to the question of 
‘‘Discrimination in Freight Rates;’’ in the course 
of which it said: 

The chief danger attaching to the appeal of 
British Columbia for an amendment to the Railway 
‘Aot in respect of discriminatory freight rates is that 
the case may not be consklered on its merits, The 
act as it stands js plainly and intentionally against 
every form of unjust discrimination, and there fenela 
@hadow of doubt that British Columbia pays higher 
rates than do the prairie provinces. 


To admit the plea of “the ‘complaining provinss 
would be to depart from the very foundation of all 
freight rates, That foundation ds the cost of operation 
In the case in point, there is no question whatever 
that {t costs the carriers a great deal more to haul 
freight over the mountain sections than it does over 
all other parts of their lines. If that additional cost 
were distributed among the other provinces it would 
be manifestly unjust; yet the omy way in whieh the 
demand of British Columbia could be met would be to 
ao distribute it. The railways, in thelr present im- 
poverished state, could not be expected to bear the 
loss Which would accrue from a straight out in the 
tariff prescribed by the Railway Commission, Such @ 
cut would mean, in the case of the Canadian National, 
that the resultant deficit would be passed on to the 
Dominion treasury. The draft on that source of sup- 
plies already exceeds $70,000,000 per annum, As this 
whole matter is subjected to careful scrutiny, the 
selfish, and particularly the disingenuous attitude of 
British Columbia stands out rather boldly. 

In regard to the above it can only be said that 
so far as the National lines are concerned the 
statement that ‘‘it costs the carriers a great deal 
‘‘more to haul freight over the mountain sections 
‘(than it does over all other parts of their lines,’’ 
is absolutely incorrect. From Edmonton west- 
ward to Vancouver and Prince Rupert the Na- 
tional lines cover something over 1,500 miles, The 
aggregate of the adverse grades to be overcome 
in reaching either port from Edmonton is less 
than the aggregate adverse grades to It. William. 
By what process of reasoning, then, does the 
Gazette reach the conclusion that the operating 
costs are greater on the westward than on the 
eastward haul under such conditions? The fuel 
supply is cheaper, the water supply better, the 
road bed is better ballasted and more cheaply 
kept up, the winter conditions are less difficult in 
the mountains than on the prairies. If these 
statements are not facts it must be easy to dis- 
prove them. If they are facts the Gazette has no 
ease, so far as the National railways are concern- 
ed—-and it is the Nationa] system that it specifi- 
cally brings into the argument. 

Jt foresees an increased National railway 
deficit to be met out of the Dominion treasury if 
the mountain rates on those lines are reduced to 
the prairie level, and it asserts that the ‘‘draft on 
“that source of supplies already exceeds $70,- 
000,000 per annum.’’ Why is there a deficit of 70 
millions per annum? Because we have not traffic 
in proportion to our railway mileage. Why have 
we not sufficient traffic for our railways? Last 
year the prairie West produced ample traffic for 
the railways of Western Canada. But of every 
thousand cars of wheat that went east of Ft. 
William five hundred and fifty went by United 
States transportation to United States ports. The 
sure way to keep that stream of Canadian gold 
flowing to and through the United States is to 
maintain discriminatory freight rates over the 
National railways against Canadian ports, be 
eause these ports are on our western instead of 
on our eastern seaboard, And the surest way to 
maintain the annual deficit on the National rail- 
ways is to keep the rates at such a point that 
traffie will be diverted elsewhere. The National 
railways cannot overcome the annual deficit by 
standing idle. They must get increased traffic or 
they can never earn dividends. The traffic is to 
be had if the rates and service are made right, 
It is not to be had unless they are. The first and 
most pressing duty of parliament in connection 
with the National railways is to so adjust the 
rates and provide for the services that the leak- 
age of Canadian traffic through the United States 
will be enormously diminished even if it cannot 
he altogether stopped. 

That Canada needs another outlet for Western 
grain than that by way of the St. Lawrence has 
been proven to the hilt by the evidence given in 
the investigation into last summer’s operations 
of the shipping combine. It was proven that 
rates, Ft. William to Midland, whieh were 1.46 
cents in 1914 were as high as 11 cents in 1922, 
Rates Ft. William to Montreal which were 4.54 
cents in 1914 were as high as 22 cents in 1922. It 
was brought out that a Matthews Steamship com- 
pany prospectus of 1922 stated that an 81-2 cent 
rate from Ft, William to Montreal would be 
‘“satisfactory,’’? but the going rates in 1922 were 
18 to 151-2 cents. There is only one effective 
remedy for such a condition as has been proven to 
exist on the Great Lakes and that is an alterna- 
tive outlet. To leave the farmers of Western 
Canada at the merey of such a system of legalized 
robbery as has been proven to have prevailed on 
the lakes last summer would be an outrage, pro- 
vided there were any possible remedy, or partial 
remedy, in sight. 

In a news item the Gazette of April 2nd states 
that it costs 11-2 cents per bushel per month to 
hold wheat in storage. The minimum period of 
closed navigation on the lakes is four months. 
The average winter storage period is not less 
than five months. At 11-2 cents a month for stor- 
age, insurance, interest, ete., it costs the producer 
7 1-2 cents a bushel if his wheat has to be carried 
over winter in storage. The advantage of having 
access to two ocean ports the year round, which 
is now in reach of the Alberta and Western Sas- | 
katchewan farmer, should not be killed by dis- 
criminatory freight rates over the National rail- 


ways.
